THE PREYAILIFC CODE OF MORALITY 


The Students ’ Common Room was once again transformed 
into a "Parliament*' on ,..23rd.. June ..-whe'n John Edwards as "Prime 
Minister" and John Carroll as "Leader of the Opposition" debated 
the important question of chan._.ing the p.revailing .code of 
morality. The "Pri.ne Minister*' maintained that our prevailing, code 
is. based on the Codei Mosei, the tenets of wlch are far ,from 
suitable for the conditions prevailing in modern life. The 
"Leader of the Opposition!, on the other ha'hd , in a speech which 
contained one of the best - or worst - examples of mixed metaphors 
ever heard, held that we get alon^ very well as we are and there 
is no need for a change excep-t in- a very few particulars. 

One of the changes advocated by the "Leader of the 
Opposition" was a tax on love - free orvotherv/ise. This led to a 
plea by the "honourable Member- for Townshend" who decried, in 
heartrending tones, this imposition on members of an honourable 
profession. So effective was her appeal that, at its conclaion, 
the "Prime Minister", after a hurried consultation with his 
Cabinet, immediately pled.i,ed his party to a subsidy on free 
love (Cheers from the gallery.') , .

It must be a matter of some considerable satisfaction 
to many people in Canberra to see such evidence of 'coopera tion 
bet.w.een Cblld^e and 'University as was shovi/n’at the Ball. , The 
two "ins ti tu-tions are e-ntirely separate but there seems little 
reason why they should not join together in many of tlieir 
acti.vities. The A.IT.U. has a Students^ Association and a Spo.-rt's ’ 
Council and if these bodies could be brought to work closely 
with the corresponding bodies rst the College surely nothing but 
^.benefits could accrue. One mStteh'in which C®lle..e students 
could benefit .particularly from close coopera tionwi th the Univer- 
sity is in Library facilities. \ We believe.it is accurate- to 
say that the facilities of the College in this respect are made 
availabe much more rei^dily.to members of.", the ...A. IT. than in the 
opposite case. Despite the yo-uthfulnese' of .the Institution, 
A.IT.U. has amassed a large and valuable library, access to which 
would be of very greai value to st'udents from the College. This 
is, of course, a matter fo r-' the 'Authorities of the' two institu- 
tions to decide, but co.bined activity by the two .Student Associa- 
tions irii^ht well -help to bring ab'o.-ut a fa^^vourable o-'.-j.ision. ,. 

In the field of sport, there w'O'ald also seem to’ be 
ample room for co-opera tion. The Ilational University does not 
field any temas -in- competitive games, while'the College ’ fields 
three competitive tea ...is .arid in addition -plays tennis, table 
tennis and badminton socia-lly. In order to field its competitive 
teams the Colle^^e has t-o accept Associate Members who are not 
students. On the other hand, the reason' why the National 
University does not field com-pe ti tive teams is probably that 
it does- not h.-..ve enough players -among its members. ?/ould. it not 
be desirable that their players should play with the .Qollege 
t e ams ?
